After several years of concerted effort and unlimited pa- 
tience on the part of myself and my various representatives 
both here and abroad, I have assembled the collection of 
miniature ships herein catalogued which I now offer for 
sale: 

It will be obvious that it has not been my aim to collect 
only such models as might be of interest to the highly 


aid 


specialized collector. The range and assortment is diver- 
sified to interest the layman and beginners as well as those 
who might be interested in only one or two models with 
which to embelish and add intrinsic strength and decorative 
quality to a room, widening boundaries otherwise confined 
by four walls. 


For the advanced collector there are many gems. Chief 
among them the very fine and unique boxwood Admiralty 
hull of the British man-of-war “Triumph” of 1764 from 
the Royal Dock Yards at Woolwich. The boxwood rigged 
model of the sloop of war ‘‘Warrior,” which can be com- 
pared to probably only one other in this country, the French 
Admiralty Bomb Galley ‘Expiation’ and_ the original 
Chatham Dock Yard Model of Nelson’s ‘Victory’ are 
nuggets which would gain international recognition to either 
a private or museum collection. 


Then, too, there are some very fine bone models, showing 
the accurate proportions and delicate craftsmanship of the 
French naval prisoners confined in the English prisons dur- 
in the Napoleonic wars. One has only to examine the de- 
tail to realize the months and months of infinite patience 
bestowed upon these miniature ships, contributing examples 
of maritime art which might otherwise have been lost to 
future generations. The frigate “Amazon” in bone is pos- 
sibly the finest example classed under this heading; and in 
fact, as stated in the catalogue, was for years part of the 
Loan Exhibit at the Greenwich Hospital Museum. 

The selection, however, is not confined to the frigate type 
only, but includes the large ships of the line and second 
raters. 


Fortunate circumstances, last year, enabled me to add to 
this collection all of the models formerly on exhibition at 
the Marine Training Station at Cherbourg. The station 
was dismantled and moved to more spacious quarters and 
for some inexplicable reason the models sold by auction. 
No doubt, many of those who are interested, have had the 
opportunity of seeing these models at one time or another 
in the “Long Hall” and shown with pride by the elderly 
curator. 

The model in whalebone of the whaler ‘Eliza’ is well 
worth a mention. In all my hunts and travels this is the 
only relic I found of this once famous industry—the indus- 
try that helped so much to build up our eastern states 
when in their infancy. Many an interesting tale has been 
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spun about the experiences of the early whaler,—romances 
that will always interest the big and little man. 


In conclusion, aside from the delicate works of art, the 
decorative quality, and the scientific or intrinsic value, a 
ship,—whether a ship of the line, saucy frigate or roving 
privateer or just a merchantman—will always suggest a hid- 
den romance of the past which now and in the ages to 
come will quicken the pulse of every outdoor man.
